The Eclectic Magazine for May has n 


most interesting article on Astronomy from 
Prof. Proctor entitled "Suns in Flames." 
The writer gives a detailed account of some 
of the most remarkable phenomena of the 
heavens in connection with tho appearance 
and disappearance of stars which have from 
time to time blazed forth with wonderful 
brilliancy and then been lost sight of. 
These ho thinks are suns in conllngration 
and the catalogue of such forms an inter- 
esting sketch. Ho begins by describing tli 
first instance of tho kind on record which 
was noted by Hippnrchus some 2(101) years 
ago. niul thn flints of which are confirmed 
by 
chronicles of Chinese 
astronomers. 


Since then about twenty such cases have 
appeared. 
For n time these wero supposed 


to bo now or temporary stars but it is now 
known that they wero burning luminaries, 
cases in which tho machinery of solar sys- 
tems appears to have broken down. In 1BT2 
a well-known Danish astronomer on go- 
ing from his laboratory 
lo 
his dwell- 


ing houso found "a 
group of country 


pnople'gazing at a star, which ho was sure 
did not oxist nn hour before." Tho 
m.wkable brilliancy of this star may be in- 
ferred from tho fact that it 
drew tho at- 


tention of the common people in its sudde: 
appearance in the heavens. It remained 
visible sixteen months and then burned out. 
As it decreased in size it also changed in 
color.its first light being whito and extremely 
bright, then becoming yellow and growing 
more ruddy to the close. 
Others have ex- 


hibited similar phenomena and there can bo 
no doubt as to tho fact of conflagration. 


A similar wonder bus just occurred, or 


as Prof. Proctor states it, tho catastrophe 
occurred many years ago; but tho messen- 
ger which brought the news has only just 
reached our world. Though traveling at a 
rate which would malio thu circuit of tho 
ffllictod with rheumatism, 


globe eight times in a second, tho distance 
is so vast that it may have required a hun- 
dred years to bring us tho tidings. Tho 
news that ho brought in November last was 
that a sun like our own was in conflagra- 
tion.
